Kentucky wa-* obtained tliroiiKli imiuiries 
made of the Circuit Court Clerks. One 
hundred and two oonntlea responded, 

hhow inir 7(i"> tidrnii'ides. This is nver " '■ 
t'> the couniv. Seventeen count e« did 
i>ot report. Assume 7^ murders to the 
CMiintv, arid this wouid give 117 arloi- 
tional, winch, added to the 7»>o, makes 
«!M) murders for the four years of Brad- 
ley's admioiftration. As the 17 counties 
embrace many of the mountain cnuqties, 
the average will be very much over ~L 

"1 have just received a letter from the 
Clerk of Morgan County, one of thos" 
not reported, in which he says that the 
number of murders for four years was 12. 

**It may be trne, as Oovelrnor Bradley 
states, that they are not acciiratc. 1 am 
sure they are not, because we are only 
dealing with thoie homiaide cases in 
which legal proceedings were had, and 
there are possibly as many murders com- 
mitted in the mountains <>f Kentucky of 
which no legal notice was taken as there 
are of those in which legal action was 
secured. 

"An accurate statement of the murders 
in Kentucky would show for the four 
years of < i overnor Bradley's administra- 
tion probably one for each working day, 
or about 1,250 for bis term of office. Aa 
to the Governor's statement ah lut his 
pirdons I will state, 1 received first a re- 
port from jbe Secretary of State of Ken- 
tuc^ i\ and in order that the report might 
be clooely verilied, I wrote to the Warden 
of the Eddyville Penitentiary, H. F 
Siiiitti, and t() Warden I'"pli I.illiird, ol 
tiie 1-raiilvlort pri-on. I received from 
these geutlenieii the list ot names of the 
persons pardoned l>y B^dley, who had 
been convicted of murder, and they 
amounted to L'iii. 

" the number of convictions was ob- 
tained by reports from the Circuit Clerks 
in all but seventeen conniies. Tlie t'ltai 
number ui convictions with terms uf im- 
prisonment running from one year to 
life is "Jtio. 

"I ilon't blame the (iovernor for being 
liimself appalled at sach a report. I do 
not know tliMt tie is wholly to be blamed. 
The condition is a growing one, and when 
hi^ permitted the deeperadoee of Clay 
C )uuty to slay a prisoner surrounded by 
the militia which Bradley had sent tii 
protect him, and then took no steps to 
aefure the appreheuaion and puniHh- 
ment of the conspirators who secured 
the murder of Tom HHker, be tlieii and 
th''re set a precedent from which East- 
ern Kentucky will not recover until some 

few lf)jal execiii io!is liavr- taknii place 
f.ir murder.
